With Broken. Arm in Plaster 

Cast, Young Man Swims 

to Rescue Three Girls

With a broicen arm in a plaster cant 
rendering it obsolutely worthless, Wai- 
ter Forberg, an 18 year old youth resid- 
ing at Fox Lalce nearly sacrificed his 
life Friday afternoon in rescuing two 
little girls from drowning. A third 
girl, Miss^OIive Austin 14 years old, of 
Albion, Mich., was drowned. Forberg 
and the two girls he was fighting to 
keep above water, were exhausted and 
Just about to give up the fight when a 
rescue boat arrived on the scene. Those 
who witnessed the incident are loud in 
their praise of the young man and de- 
clare thot he is worthy of a hero medal. 
Miss Austin who was staying with 
her parenU at Bert Dunneira Hotel at 
Fox Lake with several 'girls of her own 
age was in bathing. The water this 
year is much deeper on account of the 
recent floods. In wading about the 
girls got into the bed of the Fox river 
and three of them were thrown from 
their feet and carried out into deeper 
water. The three were -Miss Austin 
and the two daughters of G. A. Bing- 
ham, game warden of Fox Lake. 

Forberg who broke his arm recently 
was standing hear the shore at the 
time. He heard the cries for help 
from the girls and with out stopping to 
think,of the great danger to himself he 
leaped In and swimming with one hand 
as best he could stuck out for the point 
where the girls were struggling in the 
water. The water at this point is from 
eight to ten feet in depth. 

Then began the hardest part of the 
rescue. It was hard enough to kee 
himself above the water but his efforts 
to hold up the three frightened children 
was a task that would have been 
difficult one for a strong man in 
session of both arms. 

Nothing daunted, Forberg placed his 
free arm about two of the girls and 
treading water as best he could tried to 
keep their heads out of the water. In 
this the girls, too frightened to know 
what thoy were doing hindered him 
greatly by Impeding his efforts. Sever- 
al times they sank beneath the waves, 
but each time Forberg struggled to the 
surface and not for a moment did he 
relax his hold on his precious burden. 

But it was almost too much for hu- 
man endurance and Forberg so exhaust- 
ed that he was about to give up the un- 
equal struggle, was sinking under the 
waves when the rescue boat arrived. 
This boat had been manned as soon as 
the accident was discovered and was 
rushed to the scene with .all possible 
speed, but it was not a moment to soon. 
More dead than alive, Forberg and 
the children he had rescued, were 
dragged into the boat ond taken to 
shore. The body of the other victim 
already had sunk beneath the waves. 
Her body was recovered as soon as 
possible and for more than an hour ef- 
forts were made to revive her but at 
last It was seen that the efforts were 
in vain. It adds one more fatality to 
the long list that has marked the sum- 
mer at Fox Lake this year. 



SANITORIUrrO BE BUILT 

Board of Supervisors are Planning to Build 
Institution for Consumptives 

The plan of having a county tuber- 
culosis sanitorium at Libcrtyvillfc is be- 
ing considered by the Loko County 
Board of Supervlsorfl and a committee 
has been appointed to investigate the 
feasibility of such a plan. Supervisor 
Eger of Llbertyvllle is one of those 
who thinks that the plan would prove 
a good one. A recently passed state 
law gives the board of supervisors the 
authority to erect and maintain such a 
sanatarium as a public institution. 

Those who favor the plan assert that 
Buch an institution is needed in the 
county in order that the battle against 
the white plague may be waged effec- 
tively. It is claimed by them that such 
an institution would repay several 
times oyer In benefits what it would 
cost to construct it. By making it a 
county institution it is argued that the 
cost to the taxpayers will be very small. 
On the other hand, there are some of 
the supervisors who hold that such an 
institution is not needed at the present 
time. They take the position that the 
county can send Us potlents to the 
Lake County Tuberculosis Institute just 
weat-of Waukegan much cheaper than* 
would be the case If an institution had 
to be maintained for their benefit 

The committee appointed to look Into 
the matter intends to visit the tent 
colony and conduct a thorough investi- 
gation. They will look into all the 
facilltiea for patients the actual cost, 
etc.. and then will make their report 
back to the board at the next meeting.

Crittenden who made a business of 
dealing in vegetables, veal, etc., and 
delivering the goods in., the city of Ke- 
nosha had made his trip"', to that place 
as usual last Tuesday. After dispos- 
ing of his product he started for home. 
As he approached the St. Paul tracks 
at Truesdeil about 5 o'clock according 
to a section hand who witnessed the 
tragedy, he halted and waited for. a 
north bound freight to pass then start- 
ed to drive across, never noticlng.tfie 
fast passenger on the south bound 
track. His machine was squareljr- on 
the track when the train, which was 
said to be going at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour, struck him. 

The auto was smashed to. kindling 
"wood and his body was hurled about 
200 feet. The section hand rushed to 
the spot where the body lay and found 
that life was already extent. The 
nature of his injuries leading to the 
belief that death was instantaneous 
and that he perhaps never realized 
being hit. The train was stopped and 
the body was taken to Kenosha and

The finding of the body of a newborn 
infant in a pasteboard box near the lake 
at Lake Forest at a late hour Tuesday 
afternoon causes the authorities to be- 
lieve that it was murdered. The cor- 
oner's jury, presided over by Deputy 
Coroner Edward Conrad of Waukegan, 
held an inquest Tuesday evening 
returned an open verdict, it being stated 
that the child capie to its death from a 
cause unknown to the jury. Everything . 
connected with the mystery indicates 
that the child did not die a natural 
death. 

The body of the infant, a boy 
weighing about ten pounds, and appear- 
ing to have been an unusually robust 
child, had been placed irf-a large paste- 
boErJ box, about wh'ch heavey paper 
had been placed. It was securely tired 
with a strong cord. The fact that one 
side of the box was torn, leads the 
the authorities to think that possibly 
this was done by a dog. There was 
every indication that the child, had 
been dead a month. The torn condition 
of the box-had allowed vermin to get in 
and the body was in a bad state of 
decomposition. 

Henry Long, an employe of the Lake 
Forest garage, was the' man who 
stumbled on the box. It waa lying be- 
side an unused path that leads from the 
top of the bluff down to the lake shore. 
Long happened to use this Tuesday 
and the box caught his eye. At first 
he gave it a kick— then he noticed that 
it was heavy and contained some object. 
ite made a closer examination and it 
was then that he discovered the corpse 
of the infant^He hastened to the police 
station and notified the officials. Every 
efiort is being made to unravel the . 
mystery which surrounds the findfng of 
the body, but up to the present 
time they have found themselves com- 
pletely in the dark. The fact that the 
apparent murder was committed at 
least a month ago makes it practically 
impossible to learn the facts although 
no stone will be left unturned to make 
the investigation. 

Naturally the cause for apparent 
murder cannot be determined, although 
it is the belief of the authorities that 
the child in all probability was alive 
when it was placed in the box and de- 
serted. A portion of a woman's cl'dth- 
ing was found with the child. It is the 
belief that the parents did not care to 
stand the responsibility of caring for it. 

MONUMENT POR DEAD 
ACROBAT WILL BE " 

ERECTED SOON 

Charles Ward, the actor who died 
suddenly at Wauconda recently while 
performing his *'stunt" with a small 
circus is not to lie in an unmarked 
grave. Generous citizens who saw and 
admired the work of the man have tak- 
en a collection, secured enough to pur- 
chase a suitable stone and will have It 
placed over the grave of the unknown 
man. 

His death is one of the saddest that 
has been recorded in the little village 
of Wauconda for some time. With one 
exception, also an actor, the man did 
not seem to have a friend in the world. 
He was buried and laid in a nameless 
grave, 

' Wm. Schardt one of Lake County's 
generous citizens took up the cause and 
among his friends he collected some 
ninety or a hundred dollars to buy a 
suitable monument for the man.

ITHOUT knowing whore or 
how thw cruise would enil. 
but confident it would load 
to trouble— though I did 
not IniughiG how much of 
It there really would be or 
how unpleasant It would 
prove— I bought the Alico 
Ada, a brlgantlno of 300 
tons, and got n general car- 
go for Uosarlo. Hrazll, on 
the Ulver Parava. From 
Roaarlo I went 100 miles 
up the river to St. Stophena and took on a car- 
BO of wheat for KIo Janeiro. While the cargo 
was being unloaded my expectant eyo dlatln- 
gulahed signs of a nice little revolution which 
waa just being shaped up. so 1 sold my ship and 
took quartora at the Hotel Froitaa to watch 
dcvelopmenta. 

When tho last emperor of Brazil, Dom 
Pedro II.. was dragged out of bed at night 
and deported without the firing of a shot, la 
tho "peaceful revolution" of November 15. 
1889, Deodora Ua Fonseca was mado presi- 
dent. Heforo his weakness had become 
apparent he waa made constitutional presl- 
dent, and Florlano Pelxotto waa elected 
vice-president. Deodoro's policy waa weak 
and vacillating, and his popularity waned 
rapidly. A revolution had been quietly 
formed by Florlano. tho vice-president. 
He soon hail the army at hia back and 
gained the support of Admiral Mollo.- ranking 
officer of the Brazilian navy, and Admiral Sol- 
danha da Gama, commandant of tho naval acad- 
emy. They brought nmttera to a head on tho 
morning of November i?3. 1891. Mollo took up 
a position at tho foot of the main street of Rio 
In tho cruiser Riachuelo. the nneal ship in the 
navy, trained his guns on tho palace Itumary, 
and Bent word to Deodoro that he would 
open nre on him In two hours If he did not 
abdicate in favor of Florlano. Deodoro abdi- 
cated in two minutes, drop^^lng dead soon 
afterward from heart disease, and Florlano waa 
proclaimed president. 

Before he had time to get hla new chair 
veil warmed he had a row with Mello. who 
considered that he was rightfully entitled to 
be the power behind tho throne. 

Mello worked chiefly among naval ofllcera. 
aristocrats, adhorenta of San Pedro and the 
Catholic clergj-, and in the end thoy all became 
bis allies. 

As Mello's plot shaped up I began to sus- 
pect that hla real purpose waa to restore 
Dom Pedro to the throne and make himself 
the power behind It. 

It was amusing to watch tho development of 
Mello's revolution. One would have thought 
two friendly leaders were planning rival sur- 
prise parties, in which there was to be nothing 
moro aerious than the throwing of confetti. 

It was along In July of August, lS9a, that 
Mello sent for mo and oxpreaaed a wish that 
1 go down to Santa Catarlna Island, oft tho 
southern coast of Brazil, and blow up the 
Republica, tho one Brazilian warship whose 
onicers had so far remained loyal to Florlano. 

While we were allil negoliatlng I received 
a call from one of Florlano'a aids, who asked 
mo to accompany hlra to tho palace. Ho took 
me In the rear entrance and up a back stairway 
to Florlano'a private sala. where, after present- 
ing me, ho left mo, alone with the president 

"I understand," said Florlano, "that you 
were In Venezuela with President Guzman and 
have had military training and experience 

"That is correct, air." 

"I am told, too. that you have mado a study 
of high explosives, and have invented a remark- 
able torpedo." 

"That is also true." 

"Would you be willing to undertake 
a mission that would Involve considerable 
danger, but for which you would be well paid?" 

"I am open to anything except vulgar assarf- 
inatlon. That Is my buslneas." 

"What do you charge for your services?" 

"That depends entirely on the nature of the 
Avork." 

"Consider yourself, then, in tho aorvice of 
. Brazil." 

A few days later the revolution was declared, 
under conditions such as one would look toi 
on the light-opera stage, but never In real life 
not even in South America. On tho evening 
of September 5, Florlano went to the opera, 
accompanied by Mello, Soldanha and several 
other ofllcera of tho army and navy, and they 
all sat together In- tho presidential box, Mello 
, and Soldanha excused themaelvea after the 
second act. They left their cloaks in the box 
and aald they would bo back In a few mln- 
utea. Knowing full well the reason of their 
departure, Florlano bowed them out with an 
ironical excess, of politeness. 

At daybreak Mollo seized all of tho gov- 
ernment shipping in the bay and announced 
a blockade of Rio harbor. Ho then sent 
word to Florlano that if he did not abdicate, 
"without naming his euccessor, by four 
o'clock that afternoon, ho would bombard 
the city. 

, Florlano'a reply was an emphatic refusal 
to abdicnlo, and precised at four o'clock 
Mello answered It with one shell from a 
three-inch gun, which exploded near the! Amer- 
ican conaulato and killed a foreigner. During 
the next' woelc Mello flred 40 or 50 shots Injo 
the city every dar. but they did little damage. 
■/Very soon after the firing of the n rat shot, 
-Italian. English, ■ German, A.uatrlan and Portu- 
guese warships appeared at UIo, ostensibly to 
protect the rights of their citizens. 

About n week riflor tho firing of tho first 
.Bhot-I was on* my way to the water front to 
wltneaa the regular afternoon duel between the 
Aquldnban and Fort Santa Cruz, when I was 
cvcrtakcu by a government carriage, and Colo- 



nel Plmental, whom I know woU, asked me to 
got In with him, na he had orders for mo from 
Florlano. Ho drove along tho shore of tho bay 
to a now galvanized building at a point somo 
distance boyond tho Island of tho naval school 
and near tho railway machine shops. On tlio 
way he explained that this buldlng had been 
erected for my uao and In It I waa to construct, 
as rapidly aa possible, a largo torpedo with 
which to destroy tho Aquldaban. 

Tho torpedo I built for thla bualnoaa was 
the largest I had ever made.. 

While Mollo had aolzed all of the government 
vesscla In the harbor, there were n few tuga 
left, which, to prevent hla Interference, wore 
Hying tho British flag, on tho pretense that they 
wore owned by Englishmen. I waa to be given 
ono of these tuga, and my plan waa to steal 
around Into Nichtheroy bay at night and anchor 
close under tho hill at the end of tho penlnaula, 
whore I would be hidden from the robel fleet. 
In the morning I would load the torpedo and 
wait tho dally exchange of cannon courtcatea 
between the Aquldaban and the fort. An ofll- 
cer at Santa Cruz waa to signal mo when Mollo 
left his anchorage and then, towing the sub- 
merged torpedo by wire ropo too small to bo 
detected, I would steam out across the courao 
of the Aquldaban, which would pick up tho 
towing lino on her bow, drag the torpedo along- 
side and bo destroyed by the contact. 

My tug. In charge of a French engineer 
and four UrnzUIana, waa sent down to me on 
tho afternoon of September 25, and aa aoon 
aa it waa dark, with the torpedo covered with 
ciinvaa on deck and twelve 50-pound boxca 
of dyimmlto In tho pilot houao, wo steamed 
around to NIctheroy bay. To have loaded 
the torpedo before wo atarted would have 
been extremely dangerous, for any accidental 
pressure .on ono of ita arms would have blown 
all of ua "to plocea. Wo anchored well out of 
sight of the rebel fleet, and aa soon aa It was 
daylight I unscrewed tho manhole of the torpe- 
do, and proceeded to pack It full of dynamite. 

1 waa Just puting In the lost box of tho explo- 
sive when there waa a ahrlll whistle, and a 
launch from tho Slrius swung alongside. Tho 
lieutenant In charge Jumped aboard of ua and 
came aft before I could brush tho dynamite 
from my arms. 

"Who commando thla craft?" he de- 
manded. 
"I do," I replied. 

"What nro you doing with thnt flag up 
there?" pointing to the Brltlah ensign. 

"That flag was there when I came aboard 
nnd took command," I aald, which was true. 
"I am flying it for protoctlon from a pirate 
fleet. Just as others nre displaying It on Rio 
bay nnd In the. city. Your commanding of- 
ncer haa aanctloned that custom by hla 
alienee. I am an officer of tho eatabllshed 
Brazilian government obeying tho orders 
of my auperlora In Brazilian watera, and I 
claim the right to take advantage of that 
custom. If I care to do ho, Juat aa othora have 
done and nro doing." 

"I think the other caaea are different from 
yours," replied the lieutenant. "What !■ 
that?" pointing to tho dynamite. 
"Examine it for youraelf." 
"it looks like dynamite." 
"Probably." 

"Well, sir, I am ordered by Captain Ijing 
to take you on board her majoajty'a shlu 
Slrius" 

It was no uao to make n fight, so I ac- 
companied him, with exceaalvo and sarcastic 
politenesa. He took all my crew with him. 
leaving a guard on the tug. Captain Lang 
waa on deck waiting for me and waa qulto 
agitated when I waa brought before hlra, but 
he was much more heated before we parted 
company, and It was a warm day to begin 
with. 

"Captain Boynton, what doea thla mean?" 
he roared. 

"What doea what mean?" I Innocently an- 
swered. 

"Your lying over there In a vessel loaded 
with munitions of war nnd flying the British 
nag!" 
' "It mcana simply thnt i am an officer In 
the Brazilian army, on duty under the guns 
of a rebel fleet, and that I am flying tho 
British flag for whatever virtue It might have 
In protecting me from that pirate, Admiral Mel- 
lo. That flag has been need as a protection 
by many others and you have allently ncqul- 
caced In auch use of It."

"It might be Just as well. Captain Lang, 
for you to remember that you are not now' 
on tho high seas. An act of the British 
parliament la of no effect within another 
country, and If you will consult your chart 
you ^vill And that we arc In tho enclosed 
waters of Brazil. Under auch conditions no 
mandate of youra which affects my rights 
can be enforced unless you have tho nerve 
to take the chances that go with your act."

L-dster at arms and placed me in his charge, 
ordered hla launch and dashed oft to tho 
Charleston.

I will not deny that I waa a hit easier In my 
mind when I saw my own flag flying over me, 
yet had I known tho treatment 1 waa to re- 
ceive under it I would have felt quite differ, 
ently. 

It waa easy to see, from tho reception 
Captain Picking gave mo. that he had been 
Influenced by the attitude of Captain Lang.

With this decidedly un- 
pleasant recollection, however, it Is a pleas- 
ure to know that the other American naval 
offlcora, who arrived later, took exactly my 
view of tho whole altuatlon and became 
championa of my cause. They told Picking 
that Mello waa a pirate and ahould bo 
treated aa auch. and that I waa being do- 
prived of my liberty without the allghteat 
warrant of law, but they wore powerless to 
accomplish my release. 

Looking forward a little, tho matter in 
which that old flghter, Bear Admiral Benham, 
put an end to tho "revolution" In the follow;- 
Ing January, aoon after hla arrival at 
nio, ahould be well remomberod, for It was 
a noble deed ond an example of tho good 
Judgment generally diaplayed by American 
naval officers when they are not hampered' 
by foolish ordera from Washington. In tho 
vain hope of arousing enthualaam for his lost 
cause, Mello had gone down tho coast, 
where he figuratively and literally took to 
tho woods when ho saw the folly of his mis- 
sion, leaving Da Gama In command of tho 
blockading fleet Tho captains of several 
American merchant "ships, who had been 
prevented for weeks from landing their. car- 
goea for Rk). . appealed to Admiral Benham, 
who took prompt action, ' 

To show -hla contempt for the rebels, 
whom he proporly regarded as plratea, 
Admiral Benham asslgnod tho smallest ship 
of hla squadron, the little Detroit, com- 
manded by that great little man. Com- 
mander (now Rear Admiral, retired) W. H. 
Brownaon to escort the merchantmen up to 
the dock. 

Tho "revolution" ended right there, but un- 
fortunately I waa not present to witness its 
collapso. 

It waa in vexed Venezuela that I was destin- 
ed to ond my daya of deviltry, but not until aft- 
or a protracted warfare, none tho leas bitter be- 
cause It was conducted at long range, with Cas- 
tro tho Contemptible, ' who came Into power 
two years after I had finally settled down at 
Santa Catalina as manager for the Orinoco 
company. Clprlano Castro had been In con- 
gross as diputado, as. member of the house, 
from ono of the Andean districts while I waa in 
Caracas with President Croapo, nnd. though ho 
was regarded -n^ a good flghter and a disturbing 
element; ho \^aa never considered aa a presl- 
dential posalblltty. 

' After getting the development work well 
atarted I returned to Caracas and early in 
1879 resumed my old confldentlal position with 
President Crespo. His term expired tho fol- 
lowing February and I found that ho bad al- 
ready decided on General Ignacio Andrado as 
his siiccesaor. Ho had planned to continue aa 
dictator of the country, a la Guzman, and spend 
much of his Idle timo and money abroad, and 
ho wanted a man who could bo rolled on to 
keep his organization Intact and turn tho of- 
flee back to him at thp end of hia term for 
tho Venezuelan conatltutlon prohibits a presl- 
dent from auccecdlng himself. 

The peons Idolized Croapo, ind he had auch' 
a strong grip on tho country that ho waa able 
to carry out hla plan, but with disastrous roaulta 
For a popularelocllonitwaa tho wolrdest thing 
that could bo* Imagined. 

U waa immediately followed by mutterlnga of 
discontent from the hotter class of citizens nnd 
on tho night of Andrade'a Inauguration General 



Hernandez, tho famed "El Mocho." who was 
minister of public Improvements In Creapo's 
cabinet, but an opponent of tho new president, 
took to tho hills at the head of 3,000 troops. 
CresjK) really was responsible for the curse of 
Castro, for hod he selected a strong man aa 
his succoaaor the mountain brigand never could 
have commanded a force sufllclontly powerful 
to o\*crthrow hlra. 

Within a month Andrade went through tho 
form. of appointing CreBi>o commander in chief 
of tho army, in order that he might clinch his 
dictatorship. For a while Crespo contented 
himself with enjoying his now title and direct- 
ing operations from tho capital, hut tho Her- 
nandez revolution finally assumed auch propor- 
tlona that he took tho field In person to stamp 
it out. Tho two armies mot In tho mountains 
near Victoria, June 12, 189S. Hernandez was 
led Into n trap, given h drubbing nnd captured. 
After tho battle Crespo walked across the field 
and waa leaning over a wounded man when 
he was ahot from behind and instantly killed. 

Somo few montha after Crespo'a death, Cas- 
tro, who had mode hlmaolf governor of tho 
state of Loa Andes, visited Caracna and 
called on Andmde to demand an important 
position in tho now administration, as tho 
price of peace. Andrade. to his credit bo It 
said. HoUtcd him. Castro left tho Yellow 
house in a rage, sought the councils of An- 
drade'a enemies, and, after many confer- 
ences, a general Insurrection wna arranged 
for early Uie following summer. Tho pres- 
idency waa to go to tho leader who devel- 
oifod tho greatest strength during the cam- 
■ palgn; 

Castro learned that he was alono in tho revo- 
lution, bis promised partners Imviiig failed to 
take the field on account of bickerings and 
Jealousies among themaelvea. This discovery 
_ and the addition of Forrer*a forces gave him 
his first really aerious notion that ho might be- 
come i>reaident nnd ho marched forward In a 
frenzy of bombastic Joy. 

By this time the people of Venezuela, be- 
Ileving that no one could bo worse than An- 
drade. and finding out. aa had Caatro hlmaolf 
what a powerful person ho really was, accept' 
od hlra as their master. 

Almost tho first thing ho did was to annul 
our conceaaion. along with a dozen others on 
the ground that Ita terms had not boon com- 
plied with, aa tho beginning of hia war on all 
forelgnera. I denied this right to cancel our 
grant, eapecially as it contained a clause which 
stipulated that any disagreement between the 
government and the concessionaire should bo 
referred to the Alt^ Corto Fedorale. or Su 
promo Court for adjustment

jmASHmatONv— Tho chief Indugtry 
.»? today of Iho town of Dothlohom 
in PalcBtlne la tho manufacture of ar- 
ItlcIeB of rellglouQ devotion and ornar 
xnonts from mothorof 'pearl, according 
to tbo report of tbo American conBul 
there. Tho methods and tools used 
aro mostly quite primitive In charao- 
ter, as aro also the huUdlngs In 'which 
the workmen carry on their trade. 
The principal products are carved 
Bholls on which religious scenes arc 
depleted, heads and rosaries. The ma- 
terial known aa "pearl waste/' from 
^hlch the two latter products are 
idado. Is very largely Imported from 
the United States, and the American 
market also la the largest purchaser 
of these goods. The largo carved 
■hells are sold mostly to tourists In 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem, and since 
tho demand for them is not so good 
as for heads and a higher grado of 
workmanship la required to produce 
them, this aide of the Industry la los- 
ing ground to the manufacture of 

>r4ad8. 

A hd&d worknicm's outfit Is prlml*

waste. This last la mado of n short* 
round piece of wood sawed In half 
lengthwise, fastened together at one 
end and encircled by a loose Iron ring, 
Tho piece of poarl sholl Is placed be- 
tween tho Icoso wooden ends and tho 
ring la hammered toward It until tho 
grip la light, Tho workman then flloa 
tho part of shell which extends to the 
defllred diameter; It la rovorced In the 
holder, and finally a rounded piece of 
perhaps ono to three Inches In length 
la scoured. When a number of these 
pieces have boon prepared they nro 
cut to bead size, n hole Is bored In 
each bead and It Is rqundcd to tbo de- 
sired shape. Then to give the beads a 
smooth Burfaoo they aro placed In 
epoclal crockery vessels with a little 
water and are kept In motion In theso 
vesBola/ rubbing against tho sides and 
each other until they are emoothed, 
but not polished. 

To give them a gloss and sheen, 
they are finally placed In boiling wft> 
ter, to whtoinrweak solution of nltrlo 
or muriatic acid U added,- and when 
removed from this they are passed 
through a auccesslon of cooling wa»- 
tors. There are three usual shapes— 
thoao flat on two aides, round and 
oval. 

Theso beads are strung on cords, 
silk or wire, and alwars on tho latter 
In the case of rosaries. For those 
last also crosses and hearts are made 
of mother-of'peorl, with a small metal 
flgura attached to the cross. Silver

Baby Finger Prints System Favored 



IP an Increase In the number of aban- 
doned Infants In tho city should oo> 
cur. It la more than likely that there 
^7lll be adopted by the district au< 
thorlttcs a system of finger print 
Identification of all Infants bom In 
public Institutions. Such a system Is 
now In use. In New York, and other 
cities nro contemplating Its adoption. 
The results have proved encouraging. 
The system has tho Indorsement of 
Dr. William 0. Woodward, district 
health ofllocr, and Qeorge S. Wilson, 
sebretiLry of the board of charities. 

The only thing which" stands In tho 
path of the adoption of the finger print 
Identification system In the national 
capital Is tho small number of cases 
of abandoned children. It Is hardly be-* 
Uoved that tho number would Justify 
the Introduction of the scheme, which 
would entail tho expendltu/e of a rath- 
er largo amount of money. 

"Tho plan la an excellent ono," said 
Dr. Woodward. "It has been given tin 
extensive, trial In Now York city. Re- 
ports of the experiment as mado pub- 
lic la recent numbers of certain mnga- 
dnes show that tho system is a suc- 
cesB." 

The plan Ifi to take Impressions of 




tho fingers of all Infants bom In publlo 
luBtltutlons, especially In charity 
cases, from which Issue most of the 
abandonments. These finger prints are 
filed on cards, together with minuto 
descriptions of tho mothers of the In* 
fants. If after leaving tho hoipttal an 
Infant Is abandoned, a finger print la 
Immediately taken and tho files aro 
Bcarchod for tlio corresponding print. 
If the .finger print Is Identified, the 
description of the mother la given to 
tho police, who starts hot upon her 
trail. 

The flnge^print fliea are kept In 
some central place, the various hos- 
pitals sending In cards for every Infant 
bom.

These results were obtain- 
ed by ton years of actual trial, as Is 
Indicated. It should be stated too, 
that marked Improvement was made 
In quality which Is not given credit 
In these values.

After shearing, tho next Important 
step In the marketing of wool Is the 
tying of the fieeco. Several things 
must bo done to make this Job a good 
one. First, all tag locks must bo re- 
moved whether they be of dung or 
grease and dirt. Second, the fleece 
should be carefully rolled up by hand 
(not with a wool box), with no»ends 
of Btray locks protruding, and with 
tho flesh flide out. Third, the fleece 
should bo tle(l with a hard, glazed 
twine, not larger than one-eighth Inch 
In diameter. In tying the ends of tho 
twine especial caro should be taken 
to make a firm, hard knot that will 
not slip. 

The first thing mentioned with re- 
spect to tying Involves packing noth- 
ing but merchantable wool lu Heecea. 
Weighty materials, such as bricks, 
stones and sheep heads, should not be 
rolled up In fieeces, and fortunately 
such Instances are relatively few. Bit 
tag locks are bo common that their 
presence In fieeces from farm flocks is 
the rule rather than the exception. The 
total effect of such a practice is bad. 
It puts our wools In bad standing 
with wool houses and manufacturers. 
Long continued. It has led to the only 
logical result, namely, dlacrlmlnatlon 
In price, against our wools. 

The use of tho wrong kinds of tying 
twine has caused the manufacturer 
more trouble than any other one 
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object to excessive size and length ot 
string. A well-known wool house In 
the middio west Informed the writer 
that they had removed more than one 
pound of twine from a single fleece. 
The use of so much cheap stuff 
amounts to unfair packing. It Is not 
necessary to wrap tho string more 
than three times around tho fleece — 
twice Is usually sufficient— and the 
alzo of the string should bo no greater 
than needed to give It the strength to 
stand the strain of drawing it In tlghtr 
ly on tho wool for the purpose ot ty- 
ing. Ab stated above, It should not 
be more than one eighth Inch In diam- 
eter. "India" three-ply alze No. 4% Is 
a type suitable for tying wool; bo are 
the paper wool twines. Some of tho 
latter^ however, are stiff, and there- 
fore dinicult to tie In a firm hard 
knot that will not slip and release the 
wool. In selecting from them care 
should bo taken to secure a kind that 
Is soft and pliable.

thing with the wools marketed from 
the farms of tho central and eastern 
United States. A hard,- glazed twine 
should be used la order to avoid get- 
ting any of Its fiber mixed with the 
wool. During the past threo or four 
years paper wool twine has been in- 
troduced which Is entirely sntisfnctory 
to tho manufacturer. Rough, loosely 
woven twine made of vogotablo fiber 
Is not desirable because some of the 
fiber gets into the wool. Jt la Impos- 
slble to- remove It. It will not take 
tho dyes used In coloring wool and 
It la detrimental to tho'^trongth and 
finish of tho cloth. The only way to 
got rid of it Is to pick It out of the 
flnlshed cloth, which Is an expensive 
proceBS. Sisal twine Is the most ob- 
jectionable of all employed for tying 
wool. The mills have objected to It 
BO strenuously that Its ubo Is -being 
largely discontinued. In no event 
should It be iisied; better not tie at 
all than use It.; Thore have been 
placed on the market jute products, 
called wool twIno, which are hot at 
all BayLifaptory. ,'Thoy are so loose 
and ibiigh :,that many of the flbors 
ding to- the wool and cauBo defects 
In the goods, Undoubtedly the wool 
trado tho world over will Institute a 
war against this type of twine. These 
lO-called wool twines are alao unneces- 
lorlly'^ heavy. The best wool buyers

"Color Hearlnfl." 

Some persons associate particular 
tolora with particular sounds. In a 
recent presentation of this subject to 
the -French Academy of Sciences It 
was pointed out that there are two 
forms of this phenomenon. 

In one case the person has a sensa- 
tion as If a transparent colored film, 
like a rainbow, appeared before hia 
eyes when certain vowel or musical 
Bounds strike his ears. In the other 
case letters or written words, repro- 
Bentlng tho sounds heard, appear In 
colored tints, Thtf tlnta are very defi- 
nite and characteristic and do not 
vary with lapse of time, but two per- 
sons seldom associate the same col- 
ors with the same sounds.

Not « Land of Marshes and Swampt, 
But ■ Region of Moat Beautiful 
TreoB, 

It may be only a chnnco uimwnr©- 
ncas of my own, but It sccmo to tno ttmt 
no one has ever truly described the 
happy, sturdy beauty of tUe Mlflstsaip- 
p! foroat. AH my lUcrnry premonltioua 
Wer of muddy river bottoms, ulnlater 
cano breaks and dark, loworlng, mosB* 
huns swamps. But no swamps are 
hero. 

There nro rather several levels: flrst 
the creek bod and banks; thtni tho 
thick-grown bottom lands, so-called, 
which aro Bomotlmes overflowed, but 
except for an occasional marshy hol- 
low, mostly dry; and then a third roll- 
ing level, whore tho long-leaved pine 
trees grow, beautifully open and free 
from underbrush, and covered with a 
bright green coarse grass. 

The bottom lands are dense with 
broad-leaved evergreens and hard* 
■woods — Cottonwood, sycamore, beech 
and poplar, this last of enormous 
growth never seen In tho north. 
Spruce pine grows hero, too, with gray 
bark Instead of red-brown; sometimes 
headed up, at 6| feet above the ground. 
In^o a bit of u dense greenery like a 
dipped evergreen on a lawn; and an- 
cient cypresses, with their lower trunks 
spreading out into deep flutlngs, like 
wooden buttresses. Tho cheerful 
trees, however, are the broad-leaved 
svergreens — magnolia, hoUy and bay; 
clothed In dark green, Incredibly pol- 
ished leaves, tho sunlight striking 
from them all over little gleaming 
points. And draped from tree to tree, 
over the flowering wild plum, the red 
blossoms of the buckeye, and the milk- 
white starry dogwood, the yellow 
jasmine flaunts Its golden trumpets. — ■

Initiative and Referendum Also Fa* 

vored In Platform of 

Democrats. 

Cedar Uaplds, la., July 27. — ^lowa 
Democrats put the principles of th« 
Initiative and referendum Into practice 
when, on Thursday night, Just beforo 
adjournment of tho state convention. 
It was decided unanimously to submit 
tho referendum voto of tho rank and 
file of tho party. 

In addition to tho platform, the con- 
vention utilized Its final session la 
nominating two candidates for tho su- 
premo court, Maufico O'Connor of 
Fort Dodge, and John E. Crnlg of Le« 
county. O'Connor was named on tho 
second and Craig on tho third ballot 
from a Held of ten aspirants. 

Tho platform favors tho Inltlatlvo 
and referendum, direct nomination of 
nil ofilcers through primary olectlons; 
tho presidential primary plan; de- 
mands tho election of national and 
Btato committeemen by direct vote 
and that such commlttoomcn assume 
authority upon receipt of certificate 
of election;' favors government owner- 
ship of telegraph and telephone com- 
panies,, physical valuation of rail- 
roads, employers' liability act ajid 
woman suffrage. 



REFUSES TO LiBERATE THAW 



Juttloe Rules That Slayer of White 
la Still Dangerous to Public 
Peace and Safety, . 

Whito Plains, N. Y., July 29.— Tho 
decision of Justice Keogh, given on 
Friday, denying liberty to Thaw In hla 
third effort to escape from Mattea- 
wan asylum waa brief. It held that 
tho applicant had not proved hla sani- 
ty and ordered his return to the Mat- 
tcawan asylum for tho Insane, from 
which he was taken when the writ 
of habeas corpus waa sworn out. 

Justice Keogh said: 

"My whole duty Is fully performed 
when I decide the slnglo question pre- 
sented for decision, merely Is Harry 
K. Thaw at present sano or Insane 
and would his releaso bo dangerous 
to the public peace and safety? Hav- 
ing listened to all tho testimony and 
seriously considered it I am of the 
opinion that Harry K. Thaw Is still 
Insane and that his discharge would 
be dangerous to the public peace and 
safety. 

"The writ, therefore, must be dls- 
mlesed on tho merits and Harry K. 
Thaw bo delivered to tho authorlUea 
at Matteawan."

Stanley Steel Committee Is Given 

Out— Opinions Differ. 



Washington, July 30. — Tho federal 
Incorporation of all concerns engaged 
In Interstate commerce whoso capital- 
ization of valuo exceeds ?50.000,000, 
Is the keynote recommendation of tho 
minority members of tho Stanley steel 
Investigation committee. Tho report 
of tho Republican members of the 
Investigating commltteo was made 
public Sunday. 

Tho full report Is signed only by 
Representatives Gardner and Dan- 
forth. The remaining Republican 
members, Representative Sterling and 
Young of Michigan flio individual dSa- 
sents on tho exact character of rem- 
edial legislation needed. 

Messrs. Sterling and Young agree

Detroit, Mich., July 29. — Aldonhen 
Andrew J. Walsh and David Rosen- 
than, for whom the police have been 
searching on suspicion of being im* 
plicated with other members of the 
city council In a plot to extort more 
than*$G,uOO from tho Wabash railroad 
for granting a concession gave ^hem- 
selves up In tho recorder's court 
They both denied accepting bribes. 
Tho nine aldermen accused on tho 
graft conspiracy, after a trap had 
biien set for them by Detective 
Burns, appeared beforo Justice Jof- 
Irloa and were remanded until today, 
their hall bonds of $5,000 being con- 
tinued. E. R. Schrelcr, council com- 
mltteo secretary, also accused of 
grafting, was not admitted to ball. 

Alderman Gllnnan has long , been 
known In city politics as "Honest 
Tom," When arrested he turned over 
$1,000 and made a <;ompIcto confes- 
sion. E. R. Schrcltuer. secretary of 
tho council, was also said to have 
confessed engineering tho deal. Tbo 
alleged brlbea were paid In connection 
with an ordlnanco to close a street for 
the Wabash railroad. 

Tho $3,700 was alleged to have been 
marked money and to havo changed 
bands In suras of from $100 to $1,000. 
The bribery waa consummated under 
the personal supervision of Dotccttvo 
William J. Dums. 

The ofllclals already arrested aro: 
Thomas Gllnnan, president of the 
council, who is alleged to havo re- 
ceived $1,000; E. R. Schrelter, Jr., 
secretary of council committees and 
also secretary of the American 
league of Municipalities, who Is 
charged with conspiracy to brlbo and 
to accept $500; Alderman Joseph L. 
Thelson, said to havo. agreed to accept 
$500; Alderman Martin J. Ostrowskl, 
alleged to have received $200; Alder- 
man Patrick O'Brien, conspiracy; 
Aldorman Louis Tossy, said to havo 
recolved $200; Alderman Frank J. Ma- 
son, Alderman Louis Droso and Aldor- 
man Delmel, the last three being 
charged with accepting $100 each.

Attorney General Wlckerslmm on 
Friday accepted tho plan proposed by 
tho packers for the voluntary dissolu- 
tion of the National Packing company, 
a holding concern owned by tho Mor- 
ris, Swift and Armour packing com- 
panies. 

The attorney general decided also 
thot tho department of Justice will not 
Institute tho civil dissolution suit 
which It had threatened to fllo. 

Hero are the other things ho did: 

Accepted the assurances of tho 
packers that actlvo competition will 
bo revived. 

Informed them that aa soon. as It 
develops competition la being re- 
strained further prosecution will bo 
started. 

Called their attention to- an InJtmc- 
tlon order afllrmed by tho Supreme 
court of the United States In 190G 
prohibiting the Morris. Swift and Ar- 
mour packing companies from com- 
bining to restrain trade. 

These things were done at a con- 
ference held by Attorney General 
Wlckersham. United States District 
Attorney James Wllkorson of Chica- 
go and Attorney Ralph Crews, coun- 
sel for the packers.

PASS SllR BILL 

SENATE ADOPfS MEASURE THAT 

WILL REDUCE TARIFF DUTY 

ON COMMODITY. 



SAVE CONSUMERS $20,000,000 



Would Cut Revenue $5,500,000— As 
Adopted la a Compromise Between 
tha Lodge Plan and That Advo- 
cated by Senator Brlstow. 



Washington, July 30.— Tho drat 
purely llepubllcan revision measure of 
tho present congress, a Republican 
sugar tariff bill, was passed In tho 
Ecnnto Saturday night. 

The sugar bill was a comproralso 
between the Lodge plan, Indorsed by 
the regular Republicans, and tho Drls- 
tow bill, behind which tbo progres- 
sives lined up. It would cut. tho pres- 
ent sugar duty of $1.00 to $1.00; would 
abolish the Dutch standard, under 
which practically no refined sugar can 
be Imported, and would abolish the 
7% cent "refiners' differential," an ad- 
ditional duty on refined sugar, which, 
It Is claimed, has accrued directly to 
tho profit of tho sugar refiners. 

It la estimated that tho sugar tarltf 
reduction. If It becomes effective, will 
reduce government customs receipts 
about $5,G00,000, whilo Its saving In 
the retail sugar bill of the nation Is 
estimated at $20,000,000. 

Tho Democratic free sugar bill 
passed by the house did not come to 
voto In tho senate, Tho Urlstow-Lodgo 
amendment was flrst adopted In tho 
committee of the whole by a vote of 
37 to 25. Senators Thornton and Fos- 
ter of Louisiana. Democrats, voting 
with tho Republicans. 

Tho senate Democrats then offered 
their substitute for the houso bill, pro- 
posing a ono-thlrd reduction In the 
existing sugar tariff. This was de- 
feated, 36 to 24, tho Republican regu- 
lars and progressives holding to their 
agreement. The Brlstow-Lodgo bill 
finally passed the senato with all but 
two Democrats voting for It. Tho final 
voto waa 52 to 3,^the negutlvo votes 
being cast by Senators Heyburn. Re- 
publican, and Foater and Thornton. 
Democrats. 

The senato bill would reduce the 
duty on Cuban sugar, which cornea in 
under the reciprocity treaty at $1.34, 
to about $1.20 per hundred pounds. 
Tho maximum reduction of duty on 
all refined sugar la three-tenths of a 
cent a pound. 

Washington, July 29.— By a voto of 
7 to 25, tbo senate In Its considera- 
tion of the oxclso bill repealed tho 
reciprocity law In Us entirely and 
levied a duty of two dollars a ton on 
print paper hero Friday nlghL

12:43 a. m. Acute nephrltla was given 
ua the cause of death. Tho crown 
prince, Yoshlblto, has succeeded to 
tho throne. Tho crowds outside tho 
palace continued to Increase all 
through tho night and numbered at 
least 10,000 persons nt the hour of the 
mikado's death. 

Tbo emperor had been unconacloua 
since dawn Monday monilng. From 
that hour hla respiration had become 
continually more fcoblo. He passed 
away in the prcscnco of tho mombcra 
of tho imperial family and tho tnlnla- 
tors of state. 

Qroat crowda which had beengath- 
cred for days outside tho park sur*' 
rounding tho palace remained till the 
ond In silence, and oven when his ma- 
jesty's death was announced remained 
In the vicinity, seemingly hopelessly 
depressed. 

The crown prince was ovcrcomo. 
Ho rcmalnod nt the palace Inconsulto. 
tlon with tho mlnlBters of state, a^ 
rajDglng for tho Imperial funeral ohd 
for the conduct of state affairs. Tho 
edict announcing Yoshlhlto's succes- 
sion to the throne will be published aa 
soon as possible. 

All the Imperial princes, who bad 
been within tho vicinity of the emper* 
or's palace since tho beginning of the 
serious period of his illness July 19, 
were summoned to tho sick chamber 
Monday evening and remained there 
until death came. 

Muteuhlto, emperor of Japan, pos- 
sessed a pcroonallty of which tlttlo la 
generally known. Of a quiet, unas- 
suming nature, yet possessed of a 
will of Iron, he accomplished great re- 
forms. As a stotosman ho command- 
ed tho respect of tho nations of tho 
world. As a leader of- his people in 
peace and war ho waa both loved and 
feared. To his virtues they nttflhutod 
the victories over their enemies by 
land and -sea. To his wisdom thoy 
credited the advance of ancient Japan 
to a place In tho front rank of na- 
tions. His reign began In 18G7 and 
outlasted that of all except two or 
three living monarchs. 

Washington, July 31. — Tho president 
sent tho following telegram to tho 
new Japanese emperor: 

"On the sad occasion of tho death 
of his majesty, the Emperor Mutsu- 
hlto, your illustrious father, I offer 
to y«ur majesty my most profound 
sympathy and that of the government 
and people of tho United States. 

"Accept my good wishes for a, long 
and prosperous reign and the continu- 
ance of the welfare of the Japanoso 
empire. WILLIAM H. TAFT."

As wo know, most singers and also 
thoae raualclans who perform on wind 
Inatnimenta are a healthy looking lot 
Not many years, from now music will 
be recognized -ag a most valuable cur- 
ative ageat oapoclally In cases of In- 
sanity or morbidity.

RBIGHT on a sailing ship from 
New York to London used to bo 
14 Bbtlllnga a quarter of wheat; 
now It Is Just over a shilling a 
quarter by steamer from New 
York to Liverpool. Not all of the en- 
gineering which baa brought about 
this result has been done in the draw- 
ing ofllco and the factory. Much of It 
has been .done by worklngmcn who 
took the raw Inventlona out to sea, 
struggled with their crudities and put 
tho needful Improvements Into tho 
minda of the designers ashore. In big 
Bhlps and little tho process Is going on 
and It Is a stern one atlll In spite of 
modern refinements. In the old days, 
when boiler presaurea were ao low 
that a steamer had to slow down to 
raise enough steam to whistle with, 
an upholstered settee was often pro- 
vided In tho engine room for the use 
of the man on watch, so that he need 
not stand more than was absolutely 
ncceaaary. Today It la probable that 
not one seagoing vessel could show 
such a thing. A man who cannot walk 
about for four houra In tho tempera- 
ture of a Turkish bath Is not wanted 
now. 

While the ship Is at eea all the en- 
gineers except the chief keep two 
watches of four hours each In the 
twenty-four. The same man always 
has the same hours. The third engi- 
neer takes the 12 to 4 a, m. and p. m. 
watch, tho second takes the 4 to 8 and 
the chief's watch, 8 to 12, la taken by 
the fourth engineer, or by the donkey- 
man. If thero are only three engineers 
carried. In this case tho chief Is al- 
ways within call. Tho duties of watch- 
keeping largely lie In seeing that this 
or that does not happen. As well as 
the main engines thero aro the pumps 
and other auxiliary machinery and tho 
boilers always seeking to go wrong If 
given a chance. Then In port all 
bands are busy with tho adjuatraenta 
that hnvo been noted down aa necea- 
eary while the ship was steaming, 
nnd those entail the handling of tre- 
mendous weights with hand tackle on- 
ly. Such work doea not seem very for- 
midable, perhaps, hut seagoing engi- 
neers know that Commander WlUetts, 
U. S. N„ spoke truly of their work 
when ho told the American Institute 
of Naval Engineers that "It requires 
tho most strenuous and exacting atten- 
tion of any known pursuit and, while 
requiring aklU and Intelllgenoo to ac- 
compllah well, It baa to bo performed 
under such severe stresses nnd In such 
dirt and heat aa to rob It of all Interest 
except In Its speedy completion. 
In tho Silent Hours. 
An engineer does not readily forget 
his first voyage or that first night In 
tho "graveyard" watch (12 to 4 a. m.) 
when he sat on a bucket to consider 
tho novelty of his surroundings and re- 
vile tho heat, and woke up from a few 
seconds of troubled sleep to find the 
chief engineer vigorously kicking the 
bucket away from under him. In a 
few weeks he becomes ashamed of 
wanting to sit, oven In the tropica; 
but he has not conquered human weak- 
ness even' then, for after a few voy- 
ages nature -win have provided him 
with tho trick ot sleeping while ho 
solemnly paces the engine room. Usu- 
ally this only happens after a Bpell ot 
exhausting labor, suchaa la conse- 
quent on breakdowns, and usually It 
only lasts until ho walks Into the boil- 
er-room bulkhead and wakes, feeling 
foolish and uncanny, . after, perhapa, 
fifteen seconds ot Jerky somnambula- 
tlon.

Such conditions have not an expand- 
ing effect on the Intellect. His conver- 
sation In the meaaroom Is commonly 
personal and bitter.

After obtaining that he must servo an- 
other year as engineer In regular 
charge ot a watch on board an ocean 
going Bteamshlp before he may alt for 
hia first class oertlftcato, which en- 
ables him to sign on aa chief engineer 
of any sort ot veasel, from an oxcur* 
alon ateamer lo tho laat thing in At- 
lantic flyera. 

When he Is "up for second" he baa 
to pick out the answers to question* 
about aay, the temperature of tho hot 
well under Imaginary and distressing, 
conditions dear to tho hearts ot ex-; 
amlnera, from mixed memorlea of ran-, 
ecus laughing nights ashore and ofl 
days ot anxious vigilance over raclngi 
engines, when the propeller would bo 
fiung clear ot the wintry * westemt 
ocean and the ship quiver aa though! 
from earthquake. When he Is "up for- 
chief" ho la set more difficult ques-, 
tlons, but still not beyond the reach ofl 
slmplo arlthmeUc. If ho aspires toi 
tho honorary examinations —. "extraj 
chlof" It Is called— the queatlbna be-; 
como more academic, and ho unlocksi 
the brain cell which contains tlio Inte-| 
gral calculus. The calculus la prob-i 
ably stored next to visitors of the mosti 
Important obJ6cts. which It 1b to^ 
achieve for him— a aurvoyorahlp orl 
fluperlntondontahlp ashore, a ^lce llt-

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IMPARTING FRAGRANCE TO TEA 

Species of Jaimlne Flower Used by 

the Chinese to Give Beverage 

the Desired Aroma. 

It Is estlmited that the Chinese con- 
sume annually Ave pounds of tea for 
each member of the population. It 
erowB In small potches around the 
homesteads, plantations being prac- 
tically unknown. The leaves are pick* 
cd by members of the family and 
dried In tho sun. being subsequently 
handed over to tho middlemen, who 
subject them to the process of flrlnff. 
In the case of green tea the leaves 
are roasted almost Immediately after 
they are gathered, and dried off quick- 
ly after being rolled Into balls by hand 
and squeezed. There are usually 
three pickings— early In April, when 
the leaves are covered with a whitish 
down (a limited output known as pe* 
koe); toward tho middle of May and 
again in August. Brick tea Is mado 
by pressing the damp tea In a mold 
in the form of a brick, 8 to 12 Inches 
long and about one Inch thick. The 
fragrance of all scented, tea Is not 
natural, but imparted by firing tho 
leaf with a sort of Jasmine flower, 
called by tho Chinese "mok-lee." In 
Inferior teas the scenting flower la 
strewn over the top of tho tea when 
packed and removed after a day or 
two. Flowery pekoes are white, vel- 
vety tipped teas with no fragrance 
and are unfermented. 'i

In strong day- 
light It Is softer than pure white pa- 
per, and In artlHcIal light la not too 
dark. Black letters on a yellowish 
background show clear and distinct. 
Many mathematicians uso yellow pa- 
per In figuring long and difficult cal- 
culations, and many writers havo 
adopted It for manuscripts. It has 
the additional merit of cheapness.^
